Continuation of 2. NOTE: The newly proposed limitations, e.g. "without preheat treatment", "one-stage-compressed", "remarkably 
reduced density of the edge portion", raise new issues that require further search and consideration. Moreover, limitations such as 
"without preheat treatment" and "remarkably reduce density of the edge portions" raise the issue of new matter because support for these 
limitations could not be found in the disclosure as originally filed. Finally, as a relative term, the phrase "remarkably reduced" raises the 
issue of indefiniteness. For at least these reasons, the proposed application is not deemed to place the application in better form for 
appeal since it does not reduce or simplify the issues for appeal.
